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é vangel Anni versary 


HE anniversary of the Evangel is far 

more important than most birthday 
celebrations of individuals. Human be- 
ings, many of them, have made a great 
name for themselves and have rendered 
great service unto mankind, which has 
justly endeared them to their clientele 
and, in many instances, to their country. 
The Evangel as the official organ of the 
Church of God, was from its beginning 
destined to fill a great place in the 
growth and maintenance of the truth of 
the gospel of Christ, which is the true 
foundation of the Church. To say that 
it has fully accomplished this feat would, 
perhaps, be overestimating its attain- 
ments; however, it has rendered great 
and useful service for these thirty-three 
years. 

The most outstanding teature of the 
Evangel is, however, not what it has 
accomplished, but the fact that it re- 
mains as it was designed —the avenue 
and voice of expression of the Church 
and its teachings. As it has pleased God 
that under His guidance the Evangel 
should in many instances initiate the 
truth unto many individuals and into 
many communities, we may rightly ap- 
preciate the fact of its continuance in 
purpose of circulation, hoping for an 
ever-increasing circulation and main- 
tenance of spiritual life and faith among 
the children of God. 

SMALL BEGINNING 


As is evidenced from the front cover, 
the Evangel had a very insignificant be- 
ginning. It has, however, made progress 
each year, even under trying circum- 
stances; until, as is also shown on the 
front piece, it has now obtained reason- 
able housing and circumstance. We are 
told to not “despise the day of small 
things.” Therefore, because at least some 
were willing to abide by the scriptural 
exhortation above mentioned, we have 
passed from the day wherein it was like- 
ly to be despised because of its smallness, 
to where we are most likely to be despised 
for its greatness. There is, however, no 
very good reason to think the Evangel 
is despised because it is small or large, 
but rather loved and appreciated because 
it has brought untold blessings to many 
of God’s dear children. 

GROWTH 

There was little likelihood that when 
the Evangel was chosen as the mouth- 
piece of the Church of God, back’ in 
nineteen hundred and ten, it was a thing 
to be readily hoped for or foreseen that 
it would reach such proportions as it has 
now reached. The circulation is now 
moving on above 25,000, having in- 
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creased some four thousand since last 
Assembly. I recall when I accepted the 
place of Editor in the fall of 1932, how 
embarrassed I was at the unsightly build- 
ing, in a stage of decay and the poor out- 
lay of machinery, which could have been 
bought for around $5,000 in most any 
market. In this humiliating physical but 
exalted spiritual circumstance I found 
myself in full resolve of purpose to put 
forth an honest endeavor to make some- 
thing out of the publishing plant if reas- 
onably possible. I realized the hand of 
God had led and provided me with the 
opportunity, and was fully resolved to 
make the most of it. 

The buildings of the publishing plant 
are a part and parcel of the real estate 
and equipment incident to the publish- 
ing of the Church of God Evangel. It 
was the need of this paper as a medium 
of doctrine, information and testimony, 
that all other things exist. In 1934 the 
General Assembly authorized the erection 
of the new publishing plant shown at 
the bottom of the front cover and 
marked “Today.” This building was 
erected in 1934-35 while I was Editor, 
which has been greatly enlarged for the 
purpose of caring for offices incident to 
other branches of the Church work. 


ADDED EQUIPMENT 

This year, so far, we have added just 
about $10,000 worth of new or addi- 
tional equipment. This machinery brings 
the publishing plant up to what, in our 
and the Publishing Interest Committee’s 
opinion, it should be to insure the dis- 
charge of the burdens of work now in 
process through the plant and also to 
safeguard the future of the various pub- 
lications against wear and tear of ma- 
chinery at a time when it is quite hard 
to purchase needed equipment. We have 
added this year a No. 1 Miehle automatic 
press and one small automatic press. To 
this also we have added a new Rosback 
gang stitcher to take care of the ever- 
increasing publications which must pass 
through this kind of equipment before 
shipment is made. We are quite thankful 
to the Lord for having made these in- 
stallations possible. 

PROFITS 


The profits bid fair to be of reason- 
able showing at the end of the year. The 
Publishing House has so far made appro- 
priations in the amount of $25,000 to 
the Bible School and College at Sevier- 
ville this year. 

EVANGEL ONE OF A FAMILY 

The Evangel is only one publication 
of quite a large family. Along with it 
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comes, first, The Lighted Pathway, of 
an increasing circulation of 55,000. We 
also publish the following papers: The 
Fellowship News, circulation 7,000; The 
Church of God Gospel Herald, circula- 
tion 1,000; Tennessee Tidings, circula- 
tion 3,500; North Carolina Echoes, cir- 
culation 1,700; The Church Guide, 
circulation 5,000; Alabama Echoes, cir- 
culation 1,700; Florida State News, 
circulation 1,500; The Virginian, circu- 
lation 1,000; Georgia Reporter, circula- 
tion 3,500; The Voice, circulation 2,000; 
The Sunrise Crusader, circulation 750. 

Along with this nice family comes 
Junior Jewels, the junior Sunday School 
paper. We also from time to time pub- 
lish a few parish papers. Most important 
also are the various class publications used 
for Sunday School work: The Teachers’, 
Adult, Intermediate, Junior and Begin- 
ner quarterlies. All these publications 
provide an ever-increasing enterprise and 
an extraordinary opportunity to reach 
the lost for Christ, affording at the 
same time godly instruction concerning 
spiritual things incident to their spiritual 
well-being.

It is a thing to be greatly appreciated, 
when state overseers, pastors, and evan- 
gelists all enlist themselves and their 
forces and powers to keep the circula- 
tion of the Evangel and all these other 
publications going to the spiritual front 
of our many congregations.

mock trial and crucified until the Jews 
heard the blood-curdling cries of war at 
their very door.

saw and heard and the fury of God’s 
wrath was wreaked on Israel. “BEHOLD 
YOUR HOUSE IS LEFT UNTO YOU 
DESOLATE.” That desolation came 
only too soon. “Be not deceived; God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man sow- 
eth, that shall he also reap.” The Jews 
were torn and smitten that night and 
were scattered (Luke 21:24) and led 
away captive. Think of it, friend. Led 
away captive! and today in every coun- 
try, city, town and hamlet a Jew is 
found. But how marvelous it is to think 
how God has had His hand on them, for 
they have never intermarried, never lost 
their language or identity. A Jew is a 
Jew wherever you see him and always 
bears his mark of identity. This is one of 
the greatest signs of God’s workings that 
we have. 

The Jew is playing a very important 
part in current events today. No people 
play a more active part in our publica- 
tions, movie enterprise and the system 
of banking than the Jew. Note the im- 
portant part played at the head of our 
government by the Jew. Yet they are 
persecuted over the world and are a 
“byword” in many countries. Psa. 44:14. 
All agree they have been TORN and 
SMITTEN. 


“After two days he will revive us: in 
the third day he will raise us up, and we 
shall live in his sight.” Here’s food for 
thought. From Adam to Noah we have 
about two thousand years, then the great 
flood came. From Noah to Christ we 
have about two thousand years and Jesus 
came. These events are two of the great- 
est recorded in the annals of history— 
the flood and the coming of Jesus to this 
world. Four thousand years have elapsed 
from the first man Adam to the second 
Adam (Christ), or four days, 2 Peter 
3:8, “ * * * one day is with the Lord 
as a thousand years and a thousand years 
as one day.” (This may be a little spec- 
ulative but it is something to think 
about.) Israel said, “He tore us, he smote 
us, but after two days he will raise us 
up and heal us.” Two days or two thou- 
sand years from the birth of Jesus until 
now are at an approximate end. “The 
third day (thousand year) we shall live 
in his sight.” Could this be the millen- 
nium (third day) when Israel shall 
LIVE? (Life, to live as a nation and a 
people with their Messiah, is what they 
are crying for.) Why not? In the third 
day ‘“‘we will follow on to know the 
Lord,” Israel said. Yes, that will happen 
in the thousand-year reign of peace. 
Will Israel be a nation? If you can put 
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S is the third of a series of ar- 
ticles on predestination. In this 
chapter I propose to do two things: first, 
to show the reason why so many people 
pervert this doctrine, and second, to 
designate that part of God’s plan which 
is predetermined. 
POINT OF DEPARTURE 


The principal reason why so many 
people become confused in their attempt 
to explain predestination is their failure 
to distinguish between the words “fore- 
knowledge” and “predestination.” To 
maintain a valid and scriptural argu- 
ment it becomes essentially necessary for 
these two words to be understood in their 
relationship to each other. It is at this 
point that departure from consistency 
is most commonly seen. 


FOREKNOWLEDGE 


We speak of God as a being of omni- 
science, a person knowing ALL 
THINGS. Of course, there is no doubt 
that this is true to an extent. We are 
certain that God knows both the past 
and the present, that nothing escapes His 
knowledge. But the most important 
question is that which has to do with 
another aspect of knowledge which, if 
it be possessed, would be called ‘‘fore- 
knowledge.” To prove that God does 
have foreknowledge is only a matter of 
quoting two or three scriptures. After 
establishing the foreknowledge of God 
as to “fact,” I will then give an argu- 
ment to support it as to “extent.” 


AS TO FACT 


The Scriptures will permit a quick 
disposal of this phase of our treatise. Gal. 
3:8, “And the scripture, FORESEEING 
that God would justify the heathen 
preached BEFORE the gospel unto Ab- 
raham, saying, In thee shall all nations 
be blessed.” This verse reveals God mak- 
ing a prediction nearly 2,000 years in 
advance to its fulfillment. How could 
God afford to make such a prediction? 
According to the Bible (as shown in my 
last article) God leaves the choice of 
salvation to the free will of the indi- 
vidual upon his acceptance thereof by 
personal faith. In other words, God did 
not make the heathen (Gentile) accept 
Christ any more than He made the Jew 
reject Him. But we must admit that if 
the fulfillment of the Abrahamic cove- 
nant rested ENTIRELY with the free 
will of man, without God knowing be- 
forehand the fact that such would be 
the case, then God was running quite 
a risk in making the prediction. Upon 
what authority, then, could God afford 
to base such a prophecy without running 
the risk of forcing both the heathen and 
the Jew against their will? Only upon 
His FOREKNOWLEDGE could God 
-be capable of making any such predic- 
tions, and it was upon this basis, says 
the above scripture, that the covenant 
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Dispensational 


8:29) the word ‘“‘foreknow” is from the 
Greek word “proginosko” meaning “‘to 
know beforehand.” The word “predesti- 


nate” is from the Greek word “‘proorizo” 


with Abraham was made. 

Another scripture is found in Rom. 
8:29. “For whom he did FOREKNOW, 
he also did PREDESTINATE to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, that he 
might be the first-born among many 
brethren.” Now hold up, brother; don’t 
look at the word “‘predestinate” to keep 
from secing the more important word 
“foreknow.” That this verse plainly 
states the fact of the foreknowledge of 
God goes without further comment, 
therefore I will use my space to a bet- 
ter advantage. 


Slow up a little along here or you 
may not comprehend the real signifi- 
cance of the next point. This verse last 
quoted begins with the clause “for whom 
he did FOREKNOW.” What about 


‘those whom He did foreknow? ‘He al- 


so did PREDESTINATE to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son.” 


All right, we have both “FORE- 
KNOWLEDGE” AND ‘“PREDESTI- 
NATION” mentioned in the above 
verse. God did FOREKNOW those who 
would get salvation. Those that God 
knew would get salvation He determined 
by the counsel of His own will that 
they would be conformed (made like 
unto) to the image of His Son. Now 
just a minute; I am going to bear down 
a little harder in order to convince you. 
It does NOT read, “For whom he did 
predestinate unto salvation he also did 
PREDESTINATE to be conformed to 
the image of his Son.” Don’t you see 
the point? In other words, God did NOT 
predestinate the individual’s “salvation” 
and “conformation” both. The indi- 
vidual’s salvation was ‘“‘foreknown” and 
on the basis of this foreknowledge God 
“determined” by an unchangeable pur- 
pose that all such persons would be made 
like unto Christ His Son. NOW I am 
sure you see the point; undoubtedly you 
do. It is the “conformation” that is pre- 
destinated, not personal salvation to a 
particular individual. But how can God 
afford to predestinate such a “‘conforma- 
tion”? Simply on the basis of His “fore- 
knowledge,” otherwise He would never 
have known whether or not there would 
ever be any to experience “‘conforma- 
tion.” 


RELATIONSHIP 


In what way is the doctrine of “‘fore- 
knowledge” and that of “predestination” 
related? An understanding of these two 
words as related to each other is the key 
to these often misunderstood doctrines. 

In the passage quoted above (Rom. 


’ 


meaning “to limit in advance,” or “pre- 


determine.” 


Now I shall expose the “stone of 
stumbling”: Most people do not distin- 
guish between the “foreknowledge” of 
God and the “predestination” of God. 
That is, they are thought of as the same 
thing. Such, however, is not the case. 


Friend, I ask you to follow closely my 
argument with the understanding that 
when you discover the first instance in 
which my system of reasoning is not 
valid you may feel no longer obligated 
to read the remainder of this article. Let’s 
continue with our discussion. 


If by “foreknowledge” is meant one 
thing and by “predestination” is meant 
another, then we have two different 
words with two different meanings. All 
right, if the two words mean two dif- 
ferent things, then there is a difference 
in “foreknowledge” and “‘predestina- 
tion.” The fact that God foreknows cer- 
tain things does not mean that those 
things which He foreknows are always 
predestinated. But even in those things 
which are both “foreknown” and “pre- 
destined,” it does not follow that His 
“foreknowing” is His “predestinating.” 
The former is thought; the latter is ac- 
tion. The one is a unity; the other is a 
series. In other words, ‘“‘foreknowledge” 
is an extension of thought without in- 
volving time, whereas “predestination” 
is the prosecution of a plan in which 
time is involved. For example, the 
thought of a mile is no longer than the 
thought of an inch, but to actually 
measure the distance requires the inter- 
vention of time. To have a thought is 
one thing, but to prosecute that thought 
is another. 


We have thus far suggested that the 
Bible teaches both the foreknowledge 
and the predestination of God, yet a very 
striking difference exists between the 
two, making them two different facts 
altogether. 


Our next task is to show that in spite 
of any difference between them there is 
also a profound relationship between the 
two. This relationship formulates a 
“new principle” with which our argu- 
ment is more certainly confirmed, which 
principle can be stated as follows: THAT 
GOD’S PLAN OF PREDESTINATION 
IS BASED UPON HIS FOREKNOWL- 
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Predestination 


EDGE, ALLOWING HIM THE PRIV- 
ILEGE OF PREDETERMINING CER- 
TAIN THINGS IN THE INTEREST 
OF ALL THE THINGS WHICH HE 
FOREKNOWS. Before we can success- 
fully defend this principle, however, we 
must designate the extent to which God 
foreknows future events, so we now 
proceed to this phase of thought. 
AS TO EXTENT 
Look out, reader! Find shelter quickly! 
I am dropping a bomb in the midst of 
the camp! Here it goes—GOD HAS 
FROM ALL ETERNITY  FORE- 
KNOWN AND FORESEEN' ALL 
THINGS. Boom! Maybe I should re- 
mind you, brother, of one important 
rule to follow during a “bombing” which 
is, “Remain under cover till the bomb- 
ing ceases.” So, in case you are thinking 
of coming out any time soon, I am tell- 
ing you that the “raid” is still on. 
GOD, THE ABSOLUTE 
I am very much aware of the fact that 
many do not believe in the absolute fore- 
knowledge of God. Yet, many of just 
such persons, when faced with the con- 
cept of “Absolute God,” will escape 
their trap by saying “He COULD fore- 
know all things if He WANTED to.” 
In other words, they begin arguing with 
the inference that God is limited, but if 
they are faced with the idea of “ABSO- 
LUTENESS” they admit He is unlimit- 
ed. All right, if God is unlimited sup- 
pose we let Him remain so. 


To infer that God COULD foreknow 
all things leads me to wonder why He 
doesn’t. Is it because God gets a thrill 
out of being surprised? And have you 
ever realized that if God actually DOES 
NOT KNOW all future things that it 
is in effect the same as not being unable 
to—for if God does not foreknow all 
things He simply does not foreknow 
them, regardless of whether He is able 
to or not. 

In a former article of this series I 
have shown that some things are prede- 
termined by the will of God while others 
are left to the will of man. So I now ask 
you this question: How did God prede- 
termine some things if He did not fore- 
know all things? For instance, He has 
predestinated that the Jew shall have an 
earthly kingdom in fulfillment of His 
covenant with David, yet, as to whether 
the Jew believes or not is up to the Jew 
himself. If you don’t agree to this you 
must by necessity believe in predestina- 
tion of an individual’s choice, which has 
already been disproven. So here’s the 
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point: If the kingdom on earth is de- 
pendent upon the free will of man, sep- 
arate and apart from force, then God 
was taking a chance in predicting this 
kingdom. Oh yes, I’ll admit there is go- 
ing to be a kingdom, but I must also 
admit that God knew there would be 
some to believe in order to have the 
kingdom. 

You see, there can be only two classes 
of things in this respect; first, things 
predestinated, and second, things not 
predestinated. Now how do you expect 
God to have predestinated some things 
and then not know about the things not 
predestinated? It is in the interest of the 
“indetermined” that God has planned 
the “predetermined,” but according to 
the idea of some the things predestinated 
may not even happen. 

To illustrate the point, it would be 
the same as saying there is going to be 
a BEACH but there may not be any 
SAND on it; yet, if there were no SAND 
there could be no BEACH. Now remem- 
ber, if BOTH the beach and the sand 
were compelled to be then ALL THINGS 
would be predestinated. The only con- 
sistent conclusion to be drawn is that 
God foreknows all things. Otherwise, 
He is depending upon CHANCE for 
the fulfillment of His promises. 

I shall make one more attack on those 
who say, “He could foreknow all things 
if He wanted to.” As soon as someone 
says this to me I insist that if he were 
correct the “law of chance” would be 
operating, therefore something could 
happen that would conflict with what 
God has predetermined. Then, his 
usual reply is, “But God knows there is 
not any such thing going to occur.” 

Fine, my friend, that is all you need 
to say. By such a statement you are 
simply declaring that God KNOWS that 
there will be no reason for Him to know 
all future things. Don’t you see that if 
God KNOWS the future so well He does 
not need to know it, that you are actual- 
ly saying God KNOWS the things He 
is not supposed to know? 


THE PREDETERMINED 


We have shown in a former article 
of this series that the human will is free 
to choose whatever course it may desire 
in respect to salvation. We have also 
formerly shown that the Bible teaches 
the doctrine of predestination. If, then, 
the human will is free what is left to be 
predestinated? That which is predesti- 
hated are the DISPENSATIONS. For 


instance, there is going to be a millen- 
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nial kingdom. The will of man did not 
make God promise such a kingdom, but 
it was altogether the idea of God Him- 
self. In fact, He could have selected 
something else to take its place. 

On the other hand, you may reign 
with Christ during this time if you free- 
ly choose to do so. It is not predestinated 
that you must enjoy that kingdom, but 
that a kingdom will be established which 
you may enjoy IS predestinated. ill 
other rewards, and punishments, too, for 
that matter, are arranged on the same 
plan. Again I say that it was necessary 
for God to foreknow all things in order 
to avoid the law of chance in the ful- 
fillment of those things He has predes- 
tinated. Thus, the things God predesti- 
nated are based on the “all things” God 
foreknew; yet His foreknowledge of the 
“all things” does not mean that He had 
to predestinate them in order to fore- 
know them. 

Let’s bear in mind that God is AB- 
SOLUTE, not limited. The reason some 
people limit Him is due to their habit 
of thinking of God in terms of human 
nature. “If the cow could paint a pic- 
ture of her God she would illustrate Him 
in the form of a cow,” said one philoso- 
pher. This is why we misunderstand the 
real nature of God—we tend to interpret 
Him in the light of our own experiences.

And now back to the subject. This 
text is directed to Lachish, represented 
as a great fortified city in a fruitful and 
hilly country. No doubt false security 
deceived them, and in their ease and 
pleasure they forgot God, and became 
very wicked in worshiping idol gods; 
therefore God, through Micah, warned 
them to bind the chariot to the swift 
beast (steed) in order by a hasty flight 
to escape the wrath of the invading foe. 
“Sin never goes unpunished.” 

The Hebrew implies these words: 
“Yoke up, or gear up with good harness 
the swift steed; the rested-up race horse; 
the courser.” 

How pitiful it is to see so many (as 
it were) hook up the ox, or the old stub- 
born, sidling, lazy mule. I wonder if Job 
ever had to drive one of this kind many 
times, and very far. Yes, it is a pain to 
have to pull the right rein and beat the 
left side of the mule, or vice versa, while 
you yell, “Get up, get up; come on, come 
on,” while folks laugh at you at every 
farmhouse. 

“Sloth, like rust, consumes faster than 
labor wears, while the key often used is 
always bright.”—Franklin. The king’s 
business requires haste. 1 Sam. 21:8. 
“God commandeth me to make haste,” 
2 Chr. 35:21. Therefore, we need to gear 
up the fast horse so we can redeem every 
hour. 


I was somewhat embarrassed one af- 
ternoon in a store, when a man (“smart 
alex,” I say) caught me off guard, and 
challenged me to show him one place in 
the Bible where Christ ever got in a 
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hurry, or was hasty. Preacher, let’s re- 
deem the time in study so we can be 
ready to give to every man an answer; 
yes, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed (embarrassed). But if I could 
see that fellow again, I would ask him 
why Christ was about His Father’s bus- 
iness at the age of twelve. I would ask 
Him why He would not even let a man 
go and bury his dad before he started 
preaching. I would also ask him to ex- 
plain what Christ meant when he said, 
““Zacchaeus, make haste and come down.” 
No, no, Christ never drove an ox, or 
lazy mule all the time He was here. Be 
quick; “bind the chariot to the swift 
beast.” In order to be quick, we need 
to live on that which will make us so. 
If a puny little man can make a cow 
feed that will produce more milk, surely 
God has something to spur us up a little. 
Yes, read Heb. 4:12, “The word of God 
is quick.” O Lord, give all of us snails 
a big dose. 

Someone said a snail once fell into a 
deep cart rut and it took him six weeks 
to get out. Just as he got out a cart came 
along, then he proudly said to himself, 
“Ain’t it good to be quick?” 

Some are so slow, if God called them 
to come forth they would be fifth. “Sloth 
makes all things difficult, but industry 
all easy, and he that riseth late must trot 
all day; and shall scarce overtake his 
business at night, while laziness travels 
so slowly that poverty soon overtakes 
him.” —Franklin. 

Abraham’s servant (a type of the Holy 
Ghost, and the Holy Ghost will ask for 
things according to the will of God, 
Rom. 8:27) prayed one of the best and 
most important prayers that has ever 
come from the lips of man: “O Lord 
God * * * IT pray thee, SEND ME GOOD 
SPEED THIS DAY.” My, what a prayer! 
Oh, what results! All things worked to- 
gether so good. (Read Rom. 8:28.) It 
was like the perfect cogs of well-lubri- 
cated wheels. 

Good speed in God’s work is not driv- 
ing a car seventy-five miles an hour. No, 
no; and for a preacher to boast about 
how many miles an hour his car will 
make, corresponds very little to the word 
“sober.” 

Oh, foolish are we when we think 
we can save time by omitting our ear- 
Christ made 
good speed by departing into solitary 
places for long seasons of prayer. It 
would be foolish for the engineer of a 
loaded freight train to pass up water and 
coal, saying, “I’m running too well now 
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to stop for anything, and besides this 
I’m in a big hurry.” He not only would 
soon stall and be hindered; he’d block 
someone else’s way, and perhaps cause 
death. 

O Brother, Sister, I fear there are some 
long, high, and hard hills ahead of us 
and we will make GOOD SPEED to 
tarry until we receive more power from 
on high. Job, a perfect and upright man, 
obtained good speed by long morning de- 
votions. (See Job 1:5.) 

A circle saw is supposed to be gov- 
erned so it will make the same revolu- 
tions out of the log as it does in it. Some- 
times the saw has to go through knots, 
warps, pinching wood, and all kinds of 
tough places. Job had good speed. He 
went right through the knot of the loss 
of his wealth, and the warp of the loss 
of his health, the pinching wood of a 
nagging wife, and the tough wood of 
poor, miserable comforters. Job came 
through making the same revolutions. 
He had some real religion. 

“Bind the chariot to the swift beast.” 
In other words, Go out quickly, and re- 
deem the time; night cometh when no 
man can work. To delay is to help the 
devil. To delay is to invite woe, misery, 
and eternal sorrow. Today is the day God 
wants help in His vineyard. Tomorrow 
is only in a fool’s calendar. “Good speed” 
is for good people. ““The steps of a good 
man are ordered by the Lord.” His steps 
may be steps (walking, pressing). He 
might be like an old lady that was lis- 
tening to boastful testimonies. One fel- 
low said he was on the old ship of Zion 
doing 60 knots an hour. Another fellow 
arose and said, “I too am on the ship of 
Zion, and I feel like I am doing about 
90 knots an hour.” Then the old lady

Cither a Nyth or Miracle

In the story of Jonah, we have not 
only the prefigurement of the death, 
burial and resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
but also we have a prophetic photograph 
of the nation of Israel. The whole his- 
tory of the seed of Abraham, past, pres- 
ent and future, is contained in a nutshell 
in the book of Jonah. Jonah prefigures 
the national resurrection and_ restora- 
tion of Israel. God commissioned Jonah 
to go and preach His Word to Nineveh, 
(and the Ninevites were Gentiles) who 
were lost and undone in the darkness of 
sin. We note that when Jesus Christ 
came, He came to His own. He first 
called the Jews but they rejected His call. 


Jonah was a narrow-minded, jealous- 
hearted Jew, unwilling to carry out the 
divine commission. The first verse of 
the 4th chapter of Jonah says he was 
greatly displeased and angry with God 
for asking him to do this work. Just 
why, I do not know, unless perhaps he 
knew something of what Assyria and 
Babylon were later going to do to his 
nation and did not want them spared 
to become the scourge of Israel, nor did 
he like the idea of the Gentiles sharing 
in the favors of God. In other words, he 
did not want to give that which was 
holy unto the dogs. (How little he under- 
stood the grace of God.) So he turned 
his back upon God and fled from His 
face. He went in the opposite direction 
to the way God had appointed him, yet 
he mingled with the very people he pro- 
fessed to despise, the Gentiles. He would 
not preach to them, but now he is will- 
ing to associate with them. The nation 
of Israel was chosen of God to be the 
evangelist to the Gentiles. Likewise they 
forsook God, and scattered world-wide 
among the Gentile nations. They refuse 
to carry the message, refuse to preach to 
them. They nevertheless have willingly 
associated with the Gentiles in business, 
social life and politics. 


Trouble soon came upon Jonah, the 
disobedient servant of God. He went 
down to Joppa, found a ship ready to 
sail to Tarsus, and paid his fare thereon. 
(It costs us something to run away 
from God.) He went down and paid his 
own fare. It is most interesting if you 
will read the book of Jonah and find 
out how much going down Jonah had 
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to do. God sent a disastrous storm upon 
the seas, and the presence of the storm- 
tossed, tempest-driven traveller on the 
ship brought distress not only to Jonah 
but also to others. So God has allowed the 
disobedient nation of Israel to become a 
storm-tossed people on the seas of the 
nations and their worst storm is yet ahead 
of them, the great tribulation. 

Get your Bible and read Jonah 1:4-16 
and see what happened on that ship when 
it was threatened with destruction and 
the superstitious sailors were filled with 
fear. In their fear the sailors put the 
blame on Jonah. Look at Europe and the 
God-rejecting nations today. They are 
laying all the tumult on the Jews. Jonah, 
the disobedient prophet, out of place, 
did not deny his God, his nationality, nor 
his sin. We note here that when they 
asked his nationality he said, “I am a 
Hebrew.” In his disobedience he con- 
fessed his wrongdoing before the Lord. 
So the nation of Israel in disobedience, 
out of place in their apostasy, still con- 
fess they believe in God, and are wailing 
today for God to send the Messiah. They 
fear His name, and they do not deny 
their nationality, and one day they’ll 
confess their sin, according to Zech. 
12:10. 

Since the nation of Israel has become a 
castaway among the nations, salvation 
is brought unto the Gentiles. Romans 
11:11. Jonah’s death brought salvation 
unto the Gentile sailors. The sea became 
calm and the waves subsided, and they 
were saved from perishing. Thank God, 
the angry waves of the seas of the nations 
will soon subside and we'll have a great 
calm, in a glorious and happy millennium. 
Does this remind you so much of an- 
other Jew, not disobedient but obedient, 
who died and His death brought salva- 
tion unto both Jew and Gentile? Praise 
His blessed name! God loves His poor, 
deluded, disobedient servants too well to 
permit them to perish utterly in the 


‘sea. We read again from Jonah 1:7 that 


God prepared a great fish to swallow up 
Jonah. Yes, he was concealed, miracu- 
lously preserved, undigested; as he re- 
pented in deep sorrow, God did not al- 
low him to be utterly destroyed. God 
will not allow the Jewish nation to be 
destroyed. God is a merciful God. 

So when Jonah came these Gentiles 
were looking for a messenger from the 


sea. There they witnessed a scene when 
he was resurrected, or vomited upon dry 
land. They were looking for somebody 
to come from the sea so here Jonah 
came. “Sea” in the Bible represents mul- 
titude of nations, tongties and people. 
That is so much like the Gentile world 
today that is looking for a deliverer to 
come from among the nations, but we 
as a Church are looking for a deliverer 
from heaven. We are told that a whale 
when dying vomits up the contents of 
his stomach and that is just what God 
made the sea monster to do. Jonah 2:10, 
“And the Lord spake unto the fish, and 
it vomited out Jonah up on the dry 
land.” That is the great trouble with 
the dying Gentile nations who are now 
trying to rid themselves of the Jewish 
people. But soon the Lord will call the 
Jews back to their own land and re- 
commission them just as Jonah was re- 
stored to the second call to preach. He 
obeyed and started out with a brief 
message of eight words, “Yet forty days 
and Nineveh shall be overthrown,” but 
the power of God was in that message 
and it produced very fruitful results as 
we have already seen. God’s Word says 
He is going to restore the nation of 
Israel the second time as recorded in 
Isaiah 11:11, and give them a second 
opportunity for service. Israel will em- 
brace this opportunity and they, too, 
shall have a brief message of ten words, 
“Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand.” The power of God will 
likewise be in this message and the king- 
dom gospel will also be exceedingly fruit- 
ful, resulting in the innumerable host 
of the 7th chapter of Revelation turning 
to God, and the hundred and forty-four 
thousand will be sealed.

arose and said, “I have been serving the 
Lord for many years, and have not made 
such good time. In fact, I have walked 
most of the way. My advice to you that 
are going so fast with so much steam is, 
take heed that you don’t burst your 
boiler.” 

“Good speed” may be going slow; 
slow enough to do things right, to do 
things so they won’t be to undo and re- 


do. When all can be lost, all should be 
feared. To have good speed means to 
walk circumspectly (exactly). If we do, 
we won’t lose ten years over one hour’s 
blunder. In Heb. 4:11 Paul said, “Let us 
labour.” Labor comes from the Greek 
word “spoudazo” which means to be 
prompt; to USE SPEED. This can be 
done by ungearing that old slow, slug- 
gish ox or mule and gearing up the steed 
that is lively. He will get us there on 
time. The tail end of a service is all 
some folks ever get. The slothful and 
wicked are akin. And now, Lord, I pray 
thee, burn these words “bind the chariot 
to the swift beast” into the hearts of 
every reader. Amen.
